The situation is relatively quiet throughout South 
Vietnam in the wake of the elections. 

There was one minor demonstration in the capital 
of An Xuyen Province yesterday which may have had 
anti-assembly overtones, but the town remained peace- 
ful. In Saigon, moderate Buddhist leader Tam Chau is 
expected to make a concerted effort to reassert control 
over the Buddhist Institute when he returns from a two- 
month absence on 15 September. Chau's chances of 
eroding Tri Quang’s militant influence within the Institute 
appear dim, however. (See Map) 

On the military front, the Viet Cong suffered moder- 
ate casualties in two sharp engagements on 12 September. 
In Binh Thuan Province, 23 enemy troops were killed by 
US forces conducting Operation BYRD. There were no 
US casualties. Farther south, South Vietnamese forces
